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Heart Rate Training For Enhanced Cardiovascular Fitness 
Practical Fitness With Wayne L. Westcott

Your heart is the fuel 
pump that works every 
second of your life to sup- 
ply oxygen and energy to 
every cell in your body. 
Your heart is an incredible, 
non-fatiguing muscle that 
contracts approximately 
108,000 times a day in un- 
fit individuals. In addition 
to being an essential, life- 
sustaining organ, your heart 
is an internal computer that 
provides meaningful infor- 
mation regarding exercise 
intensity and cardiovascular 
adaptations that result from 
aerobic activity. 

For example, an average, 
non-exercising adult has a 
resting heart rate of about 
75 beats per minute. Each 
heart beat represents con- 
traction of the heart mus- 
cles that sends oxygen-rich 
blood throughout the body. 
Your resting heart rate is 
the floor level, or the slow- 
est rate, at which your heart 
muscle contracts. 

If you were running for 
your life, your heart rate 
would increase to its ceil- 
ing level, or the fastest rate 
at which your heart muscle 
contracts. This is called 
your’ maximum heart rate, 
and is generally estimated 


by subtracting your age 
from 220. So, if you are 20 
years old, your maximum 
heart rate is approximately 
200 beats per minute. If 
you are 40 years old, your 
maximum heart rate is about 
180 beats per minute. If you 
are 60 years old, your maxi- 
mum heart rate is about 160 
beats per minute. As you 
may have noted, your maxi- 
mum heart rate decreases 
by about one beat per year 
throughout adult life. This 
is one reason why our aero- 
bic ability declines as we 
age. Other reasons include 
a gradual narrowing of our 
arteries, and a gradual de- 
cline in our lung capacity 
and function. 

Within : our heart rate 
range (which is the differ- 
ence between our resting 
heart rate and our maxi- 
mum heart rate), there is a 
physical activity zone that 
corresponds to the most ef- 
fective exercise intensity for 
improving our cardiovas- 
cular fitness. This optimal 
cardiovascular training zone 
is from 60 percent to 90 per- 
cent of your maximum heart 
rate, with 75 percent of 
maximum heart rate consid- 
ered ideal for most practical 
purposes. For example, an

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average 60-year old indi- 
vidual would have a maxi- 
mum heart rate of about 
160 beats per minute (220 
- 60 = 160), and a training 
heart rate around 120 beats 
per minute (160 x 0.75 = 
120). Typically, it is recom- 
mended to exercise between 
10 heart beats below to 10 
heart beats above your train- 
ing heart rate, which in this 


case would be from 110 to 


130 beats per minute. 

As your cardiovascu- 
lar system becomes better 
conditioned, your heart be- 
comes capable of pumping 
more blood each time it con- 
tracts, and therefore does not 
need to beat as frequently to 
supply your body’s oxygen 
requirements. One indicator 
of your improved aerobic 
capacity is a lower heart rate 
during your standard exer- 
cise session. For example, 
if you start training with a 
20-minute treadmill walk 
at 3.0 miles per hour, your 
exercise heart rate may be 
close to 130 beats per min- 
ute. After a few weeks of 
training, you may find that 
this pace feels much easier 
to maintain, and that your 
exercise heart rate is closer 
to 115 beats per minute. 
This reveals that beneficial 
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physiological adaptations 
have occurred within your 
cardiovascular system, and 
that you should increase 
your exercise intensity 
slightly to stimulate further 
aerobic improvements. For 
example, you could increase 
the treadmill speed to 3.2 
miles per hour, or you could 
incline the treadmill track to 
a 1.0 percent grade. 
Another indicator of 
your enhanced cardiovas- 
cular fitness is your resting 
heart rate. At rest, we all use 
about the same amount of 
oxygen per pound of body- 
weight, which is why essen- 
tially everyone’s body tem- 
perature is approximately 
98.6 degrees. As your heart 
become stronger through 
appropriate endurance exer- 
cise, it pumps more oxygen- 
rich blood every contrac- 
tion. Therefore, it will beat 
more slowly at rest (and at 
any sub-maximum exercise 
level). After a few months 
of training your resting heart 
rate may decrease by 10 to 
20 beats per minute. So in- 
stead of contracting 75 times 
a minute (108,000 beats/ 
day), it may contract only 
60 times a minute (86,400) 
beats/day). Remarkably, 
your better conditioned 
heart saves about 22,000 
contractions a day at rest. 
The slower heart rate gives 
your heart muscle more 
time to recover between 


contractions, gives your 
heart chambers more time 
to fill with blood between 
contractions, and gives your 
heart tissue more time to re- 
ceive its own oxygen supply 
between contractions. 

In addition, to show- 
ing improvements in heart 
function and aerobic fitness, 
your resting heart rate pro- 
vides excellent feedback 
about your recovery from 
exercise and related condi- 
tions. For example, let’s 
say that your resting heart 
rate first thing in the morn- 
ing is typically 60 beats per 
minute. If, on a given day, 
it is considerably higher 
than normal (for example, 
70 beats per minute), this is 
an indication that your car- 
diovascular system is under 
some type of stress. While 
this may be related to psy- 
chological factors or illness, 
the typical physiological 
stressors include too much 
exercise (overtraining) and 
too little rest (not enough re- 
covery time between train- 
ing sessions or insufficient 
sleep). Whatever the cause, 
when your resting heart rate 
is elevated more than a few 
beats per minute, you should 
postpone or reduce your ex- 
ercise activity until it returns 
to normal. 

Checking your heart rate 
during exercise is an effec- 
tive means for training at 
the most appropriate level 


of intensity for improving - 


your cardiovascular fitness.

upon awakening is an excel- 
lent habit for adjusting your 
training program to your 
present physiological condi- 
tion and to reduce the risk of 
overtraining consequences. 
Generally, a  10-second 
pulse count (multiplied by 
6) is sufficient during ex- 
ercise, but I recommend 
60-second pulse count to 
most accurately assess your 
resting heart rate in the 
morning.

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City Waiving Fees ~ 
For Restaurants’ 
Liquor Licenses

For the second year in a 
row, Quincy will not charge 
restaurants and other estab- 
lishments a fee to renew 
their on-premises liquor li- 
censes for the new year. 

The Board of License 
Commissioners on Nov. 
23 unanimously approved 
Mayor Thomas Koch’s re- 
quest to waive the renewal 
fee for all holders of on- 
premises liquor licenses for 
the year 2022. 

During the meeting, 
Chris Walker, Koch’s chief 
of staff, noted the board had 
agreed last year to waive the 
2021 renewal fees for hold- 


ers of on-premises liquor 
licenses to provide relief to 
restaurants and similar busi- 
nesses impacted by the CO- 
VID-19 pandemic. That was 
one of several steps the city 
took to help out restaurants, 
such as offering opportuni- 
ties for expanded outdoor 
dining. 

The state has allowed 
restaurants to operate at full 
Capacity since late May, 
when Gov. Charlie Baker 
rescinded his emergency 
orders first put in place in 
March 2020. Bars that do 
not offer food service were

80th Pearl Harbor 
Remembrance Dec. 7

The Quincy Veterans 
Council will hold a solemn 
ceremony on Dec. 7 to rec- 
ognize the 80th anniversary 
of the Attack on Pearl Har- 
bor. 

The ceremony will be 
held at 10 a.m. on Tuesday, 
Dec. 7, at the World War II 
monument inside Mount 
Wollaston Cemetery. The 
monument, which is located 
on the Sea Street side of the 
cemetery, bears the names 
of the 255 Quincy residents 
killed during the war. 

The public is invited to 
attend. 

Quincy Veterans Coun- 
cil Commander Charles 
Hurd is organizing this ob- 
servance ceremony on the 
80th anniversary of Pearl 
Harbor Day because this is 
a “major milestone in his- 
tory” in which to honor the 


3,581 American casualties, 
including 2,403 killed and 
1,178 wounded; and to re- 
member the dwindling num- 
ber of survivors of this un- 
provoked Japanese attack. 

“The goal of the 80th 
commemoration observance 
is to ensure that future gen- 
erations understand the val- 
or and legacy of those who 
perished and all those who 
fought in World War II,” 
Hurd said. 

The United States de- 
clared war on Japan one day 
later on Dec. 8, 1941, fol- 
lowing President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s “Infamy” 
speech. 

A collation will be held, 
immediately following the 
observance ceremony, at 
the Quincy American Le- 
gion Post #95 located at 500 
Washington St. (rear).

Remembering Joe Brill 


oe Brill was quintessential Quincy. 
A ubiquitous community volunteer who was in- 
volved in many of the great organizations and tradi- 
tions that make the city special. 

A behind-the-scenes enthusiast of so many worthy 
projects and causes from local sports to veterans’ initia- 
tives. Ask him to help, and he’d answer yes before you 
finished the question. 

He was a doer, not a joiner. He didn’t join a club or 
cause to pad his resume; he got active and stayed active. 

You wanted’sométhing done, Joe Brill was the go-to 
guy. Some causes he was front-and-center; others be- 
hind-the-scenes. Didn’t matter - he always gave it his all. 

The city is mourning the loss of this local legend and 
icon. Joe passed away unexpectedly on Thanksgiving 
Day. 

I had the privilege of knowing Joe for quite a number 
of years and interviewing him several times. He always 
had a story to tell, a joke to share, and a twinkle in his 
eye. He was a one-man parade — always entertaining and 
enjoyable to be around. 

Joe Brill was more than a strong thread in the commu- 
nity’s fabric — he was the glue that kept so many impor- 
tant endeavors together. 

He most recently took the reins of the Sons of the 
American Legion, Squadron 294, Morrisette Legion 
Post, succeeding past commander Paul Moody who had 
to step down due to health reasons. 

As Squadron commander, Joe Brill performed admira- 
bly. He was a selfless leader who always put others first. 
He spearheaded the decorating of Flags for Veterans Is- 
land every spring and fall — 400 American flags that cre- 
ate a patriotic scene at the island for Memorial Day and 
Veterans Day. 


He also boosted Squad- 
ron membership and 
backboned the selling of 
engraved bricks for the is- 
land which now stands at 
over 600. Funds raised by 
brick selling go right back 
to veterans causes. 

Just as importantly Joe 
perpetuated the tradition of 
Memorial Day and Veter- 
ans Day observances at the 
island. He brought in in- 
spiring guest speakers for 
the ceremonies who truly 
captured the spirit and 
meaning of both those sa- 
cred and significant days. 

And he always made 
sure to thank those who 
have helped sustain the 
Squadron and maintain 
the island. At the Nov. 7th 
Veterans Day observance, 
the proud Navy veteran 
expressed his grateful- 
ness to several folks who 
helped beautify the island 
this year. A portion of the 
island had been damaged 
after a motor vehicle drove 
on it. Among those re- 
ceiving Joe’s thanks was 
his beloved wife, Terry, a 
member of the Morrisette 
Ladies Auxiliary. She and 
the others all received a 
certificate of appreciation 
for their help and very kind 
words of thanks from Joe 
during the ceremony. 

I don’t think there was 
a happier person in Quincy 
than Joe Brill. He loved his

Every year, as Veter- 
ans and Memorial Days 
approach and under the 
auspices of the Quincy 
Veterans Services Graves 
Registration Officer, the 
City of Quincy undertakes 
the effort to see that all of 
the over 8,000 veteran buri- 
al sites in our 7 cemeteries 
are identified and have our 
nation’s flag marking each 
one. This is a monumen- 
tal task that could never be 
accomplished without the 
regular help of many volun- 
teers. One of the many great 
things that can be said about 
the City of Quincy is that 
when it comes to honoring 
and respecting our veterans, 
we have no shortage of vol- 
unteers. 

Among these volunteers 
are some unsung heroes 
who go about these tasks 
without fanfare or acknowl- 
edgement.

For almost two de- 
cades now, without compen- 
sation and on his own time, 
Jerry has committed himself 
to seeing that every memo- 
rial pole in the squares and 
neighborhoods of this city 
that are dedicated to a de- 
ceased veteran is properly 
flagged and maintained all 
year long. He maintains 
his own database on these 
poles and with ladder in 
hand, routinely checks the 
condition of each and every 
such pole and the flags that 
sit atop them. Jerry has also 
been a routine presence at 
almost every veterans’ event 
in the City. He has dedicat- 
ed himself and his availabil- 
ity to the Quincy Veterans 
Services Office and to the 
memorialization portion of 
the office mission. 

His diligence, efforts and 


commitment have saved this 
office and the city countless 
man hours of labor and costs. 
Any flag that was worn or 
missing atop these poles he 
would replace; any cosmetic 
repairs needed he would 
accomplish; any structural 
damage or pole replacement 
that was needed, he would 
facilitate and oversee until it 
was completed or replaced. 
He has been an invalu- 
able volunteer and he would 
not have it any other way. 
You can thank him, but he 
will accept no credit. His 
response has always been 
that honoring, in this man- 
ner, the memory of those 
Quincy veterans who have 
sacrificed their lives in ser- 
vice to their Country and to 
their City has been a labor 
of love for him and that he 
has always felt blessed that 
he has had the time and the 
ability to assume this task. 
Sadly, I noticed that Jerry 
was missing from this year’s 
Veterans Day ceremony. 
Time takes its toll on all of 
us, and I have learned that a 


current illness has now cur- 
tailed Jerry’s abilities and 
dedication. We can only 
hope and pray that he can 
win the battle to overcome 
this challenge. He is only 
one quiet, unassuming man 
who has seen a need and has 
addressed it. His contribu- 
tion cannot be ignored, and 
the city is a better place be- 
cause of it. 

This city is so fortunate 
to have volunteers like Jerry 
Mullen. He is simply an 
outstanding example and 
personification of the kind 
of devotion to patriotism 
and patriotic ideals among 
our many volunteers for 
which the City of Quincy is 
best known. We owe a spe- 
cial thank you to him and to 
all of the Jerry Mullen’s in 
our City, who, in their own 
volunteer efforts, make and 
keep Quincy a wonderful 
place in which to live and 
a place where, as a veteran, 
you know you will never be 
forgotten.

PEARL HARBOR SURVIVORS: 
“WE’LL NEVER FORGET IT’ 

“Tl never forget it. It started at 7:55 a.m. Sunday morn- 
ing,” Earl Kuja recalled. The nation observed the 50% an- 
niversary of the Japanese “sneak” attack on Pearl Harbor, 
Hawaii. 

The attack was launched from six Japanese aircraft car- 
riers. The attack resulted in 2,403 deaths, with nearly 1,200 
wounded. 

Kuja, a sergeant with the Army’s 34% Combat Engineers 
stationed at the Schofield Barracks, was one of six Quincy 
residents who were members of the Pearl Harbor Survivors 
Association. 

“I was one of the lucky ones,” Kuja said. “I made it, oth- 
ers didn’t.” 

(Editor’s Note: Four of the Japanese carriers that partici- 
pated in the attack would be sunk by U.S. Naval forces at 
the Battle of Midway.)

Movie Review: ‘Ghostbusters: Afterlife’

Director Jason Reitman 
is taking over the reigns of 
his father Ivan’s “Ghost- 
busters” franchise, and the 
results are a mixed bag. On 
one hand, the new film is 
truer to the spirit of the orig- 
inal “Ghostbusters” than 
the misguided 2016 reboot 
(stupid controversy over the 
casting aside). On the other, 
it’s not that funny or excit- 
ing. 

The film follows the fam- 
ily of Dr. Egon Spengler (the 
late Harold Ramis, depicted 
as alive at the beginning of 
the film). His daughter Cal- 
lie (Carrie Coon) moves into 
his old farmhouse in middle- 
of-nowhere Oklahoma with 
her kids Trevor (Finn Wolf- 
hard) and Phoebe (Mckenna 
Grace). Trevor is a sarcastic 
gearhead, in other words a 
typical teenager, with an un- 
interesting subplot where he 
tries to woo a local waitress 
(Celeste O’Connor, even 
more devoid of personality). 

More interesting = is 
Phoebe, who goes to school 
strictly for fun. She takes up 
the hobby of trying to find 
out why the small town has 
so many earthquakes, aided 
by her friend Podcast (Lo- 
gan Kim, whose personal- 
ity is annoying, but at least 
he has one) and seismolo- 
gist teacher Mr. Groober- 
son (Paul Rudd). Gradually 
she discovers that ghosts 
are responsible, and that 
her grandfather was try- 
ing to save the world from 
them, which is why he had 


a falling out with the other 
Ghostbusters and was es- 
tranged from his family. 

I can’t say much for the 
humor in the movie. There’s 
a running gag of Phoebe 
telling terrible jokes, but 
they aren’t much worse than 
what the movie tries to pass 
off as legitimate jokes, es- 
pecially when Podcast is 
involved. It’s so strange that 
Reitman, who brought us 
two of the funniest movies 
of the 2000’s in “Thank You 
for Smoking” and “Juno,” 
wouldn’t have more in the 
tank than the hacky “noth- 
ing ever happens in this 
town” bits that we get here. 

Much has been written 
of the incessant fan service 
in the film, and yeah, it’s 
pretty painful. Almost ev- 
ery corner of the film has a 
reference to “Ghostbusters” 
or some 80’s movie that 
Reitman loves. I was par- 


ticularly unimpressed with 
the return of the Stay-Puft 
Marshmallow Man, or Men 
in this case, since it’s a 
bunch of little ones for some 
reason. They’re constantly 
distracted from their mis- 
sion, and why would you 
choose them for a mission 
anyway? There was a reason 
to incorporate an enormous 
Marshmallow Man into 
the original film — Ray was 
trying to think of the most 
harmless harbinger of doom 
possible — but there’s no rea- 
son to use them here except 
that fans are supposed to 
cheer for them. 
“Ghostbusters: Afterlife” 
isn’t good at humor, fan 
service, or straight action (I 
know I haven’t mentioned 
that yet, but it’s all CGI 
garbage). So what does it 
do right? In a word, heart. 
Grace, Coon, and Rudd 
(congratulations to Rudd on 


being named “Sexiest Man 
Alive,” by the way) are all 
effortlessly charming, and 
you want to chuckle warmly 
at them even though what 
they’re saying isn’t that 
funny. I was drawn into the 
Spengler family dynamic, as 
the various members strug- 
gle to understand and for- 
give Egon. And the movie 
has a tremendous amount of 
love for Harold Ramis. At 
first I hated that his likeness 
was being incorporated into 
the story, the same way I’ve 
detested the way the “Fast 
and Furious” movies insist 
on keeping Paul Walker’s 
character alive, but it made 
sense by the end. It’s not a 
fun journey, but the ending 
of the film, inevitable cam- 
eos and all, redeems a lot of 
what came before it.

Healthy Protein Bars

Protein bars bought at the store can be 
pricey, not taste so great, and may contain 
questionable ingredients, including too 
much sweeteners.

1% cups gluten-free rolled oats, blended 
into a flour (just throw in blender) 

’% cup unsweetened/unflavored protein

’% cup brown rice crisp cereal (I use 
“One Degree” brand or Erewhon) 

% to % teaspoon fine grain sea salt, to 
taste 

% cup natural peanut butter, almond but- 
ter, or sunflower seed butter 


% cup pure maple syrup - 

1 teaspoon pure vanilla extract 

3 tablespoons mini dark chocolate chips 
(I use Enjoy Life) 

4 tablespoon coconut oil 


DIRECTIONS 

Line an 8-inch square pan with a piece of 
parchment paper. In a large bowl, mix the 
oat flour, protein powder, rice crisp, and salt 
together. Stir in the nut/seed butter, maple 
syrup, and vanilla. If the mixture seems dry, 
add a bit of non dairy milk and mix again. 

Press the mixture into the pan, rolling 
out with a pastry roller until smooth. Place 
in the freezer. In a small pot over low heat, 
melt the chocolate chips and coconut oil to- 
gether. When half of the chips have melted, 
remove from heat and stir until smooth. 

After the bars have been in the freez- 
er for about 5 to 10 minutes, remove and 
slice into bars. Drizzle with melted choco- 
late, and freeze again until set. 

Store in the freezer for a week or longer 
in an air-tight freezer bag or container.

Thinly slice the eggplant lengthwise. 


(Eggplant can be skinned or unskinned). 

Put slices in egg and milk mixture and 
then cover with seasoned bread crumbs. 

On a cookie sheet with parchment paper, 
place the eggplant and bake im a 350-degree 
oven, turning once until lightly browned on 
each side, drain and set aside. 

Make a basic tomato sauce or use a pre- 
pared sauce if you like. 

In a lightly greased casserole dish, put 
a small portion of the sauce on the bottom, 
then layer the eggplant, mozzarella cheese, 
Sliced sausage, tomato sauce and grated 
cheese. 

Repeat layers until done. 

Top with mozzarella cheese, tomato 
sauce and grated cheese. 

Bake’ covered in a 350-degree oven for 
30 minutes and then uncovered for 10 or 15 
minutes until top looks bubbly. 

Cool slightly before cutting and serve 
with kind of pasta, baked potato or rice. 
You can also serve with just a salad if you 
wish.

Ask Rusty — Should I 
Take My Widower 
Benefit Now?

Dear Rusty: I lost my wife 7 years ago. I was told that I 
could possibly collect 30 to 35% of her benefit as a widower 
benefit when I turned 60. I will be 61 soon. Would it make 
sense to pursue this if it is true? I am still working full time. 
Would this affect my ability to collect Social Security on my 
Own account once I retire? Signed: Working Survivor 

Dear Working: Survivor benefits for a widower can 
be paid as early as age 60 if you have not remarried prior 
to that. But collecting a survivor benefit before you have 
reached your full retirement age (your “FRA”, which is age 
67) creates some other considerations you should be aware 
of: 

* Your survivor benefit will be based upon the SS benefit 
your wife was entitled to at her death. Taken at your FRA 
you’d get 100% of the SS amount your wife was entitled 
to at her death, but if taken any earlier than your FRA the 
survivor benefit will be reduced. 

¢ Taken before your FRA, your survivor benefit will be 
actuarially reduced according to the number of months prior 
to your FRA it is claimed. The reduction amount is 4.75% 
less per full year earlier than your FRA, and that is a perma- 
nent reduction. If you take your survivor benefit at age 61, 
you’ ll get 71.5% of the SS benefit your wife had earned up 
to her death. 

* Since you’re not yet receiving your own SS retirement 
benefit, you can take your survivor benefit first and allow 
your personal SS retirement benefit to grow. Assuming your 
personal SS retirement benefit will be more than your sur- 
vivor benefit, you can switch from your survivor benefit to 
your SS retirement benefit at any time after you are age- 
eligible to do so (age 62). You can also, if you wish, choose 
to continue your survivor benefit up until your personal SS 
retirement benefit reaches maximum at age 70. At age 70 
your own benefit will be 24% more than your FRA benefit 
amount. 

* If you claim the survivor benefit before your FRA and 
you are still working, you’ll be subject to Social Security’s 
“earnings test” which limits how much you can earn be- 
fore SS takes away some of your benefit. The earnings limit 
for 2021 is $18,960 (the 2022 limit is $19,560) and if your 
earnings from work exceed that amount, SS will take back 
benefits equal to $1 for every $2 you are over the limit. 

So, although you can claim a survivor benefit from 
your deceased wife now (and allow your own SS benefit 
to grow), practically speaking you may not be able to get 
a survivor benefit if you are working full time and earning 
considerably more than the annual earnings limit. In other 
words, the penalty for exceeding the earnings limit may en- 
tirely offset the survivor benefit you are entitled to. If you’re 
over the earnings limit by only a small amount, you’ll only 
lose benefits for the number of months needed to repay what 
you owe. And for clarity, in the year you attain FRA the 
earnings limit goes up by about 2.5 times and the penalty 
is less ($1 for every $3 you are over the limit), and once 
you reach your full retirement age there is no longer a limit 
to how much you can earn. To avoid the earnings test, you 
could also choose to wait until your FRA to maximize your 
survivor benefit and then wait until age 70 to claim your 
maximum SS retirement benefit. 

Regardless of when you claim your survivor benefit, 
your own SS retirement benefit won’t be affected. Your SS 
retirement benefit, which will replace your smaller survivor 
benefit, will be based solely on your lifetime earnings his- 
tory and the age at which you claim it.

on consumer’s holiday lists 
will be available on the shelf 
or online and are faced with 
the disappointing words: 
“Sorry, this item is currently 
out of stock.” That’s espe- 
cially true when challenges 
are still occuring with sup- 
ply chains. 

But does that mean the 
words “out of stock” is the 
end of the line? Not at all. 
With a little determination 
and some creative thinking, 
the item might be found and 
purchased. Here are BBB’s 
tip for finding items that are 
sold out in stores. 

How to Buy Out 
of Stock Items 

¢ Try a different store. 
Avoid limiting the search to 
the most popular brick-and- 
mortar stores. Consider re- 
searching multiple vendors’ 
websites to see who is carry- 
ing stock. If the large chain 
stores are out of what you 
need, try a reputable inde- 
pendent shop or a different 
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example, when toilet paper 
was in short supply at gro- 
cery stores, some consum- 
ers found stock in unlikely 
places, such as hardware 
stores, restaurant suppliers, 
or office supply stores. 

* Check websites fre- 
quently. If there is an item 
out of stock when shopping 
online, don’t give up hope 
right away. Bookmark the 
product page and check 
back daily. Many vendors 
restock high-demand prod- 
ucts on a regular basis. 

¢ Sign up for restock 
alerts. Many companies 
offer restock alerts, which 
are usually sent by email. 
For example, on Amazon (a 
BBB Accredited Business), 
look for an availability alert 
on a product’s information 
page. Amazon will send an 
e-mail when the item be- 
comes available. Keep in 
mind, you still have to go to 
the website or store to make 
the purchase once the alert 


¢ Go straight to the 
product’s source. If a 
brand name item isn’t avail- 
able from a favorite retailer, 
check the brand’s official 
website to see if it’s in stock 
there. If not, consider get- 
ting in touch by emailing 
customer service or reach- 
ing out through social me- 
dia. 
¢ Take advantage of re- 
turn policies. If you suspect 
that an item will sell out 
quickly but you aren’t sure 
if you really need or want 
it, review the store’s return 
policy. If a store gives you 
the option to return an item 
and offer refunds, you may 
want to purchase the item as 
soon as it’s available. You 
can always send it back if 
it doesn’t fit your needs, but 
you may regret not purchas- 
ing if the stock runs out for 
good. 
* Search for products 
on resale sites. If a product

appears to be gone for good, 
don’t lose hope just yet. 
Some resale sites may offer 
the hard-to-find products. 
That said, watch out for 
scammers when looking for 
this year’s hottest toy or a 
product that is very popular. 
Con artists prey on desper- 
ate shoppers by pretending 
to have an item that is im- 
possible to find, accepting 


payments, and then never 
delivering the product. 

* Consider a personal 
shopping service. Personal 
shoppers can do the heavy 
lifting if there is a very 
specific product you are 
hunting for. Be sure to read 
reviews and ask for recom- 
mendations from friends 
and family members before 
deciding to hire. 

* Try out a subscrip- 


tion service. Subscription 
services offer regular deliv- 
eries of cleaning products, 
clothing and more. If the lo- 
cal stores are running out of 
fresh produce, for example, 
consider a meal delivery 
service. 

* Be patient. Sometimes, 
despite the best efforts, it 
just may not be possible to 
find most popular items. 
This was the case for many 


consumers hoping to pur- 
chase new PS5 and Xbox 
Series X+S gaming sys- 
tems. Restocks have sold 
out almost immediately ev- 
ery time thanks to limited 
supplies and bot resellers. 
If this happens to you, be 
patient. You may have to 
wait a few months until sup- 


pliers can meet consumers’ 


demands.

BBB Tip: A Consumer’s Guide To Going Solar

Many homeowners are going solar to save money, to go 
“off the grid,” or to make a positive impact on the environ- 
ment. No matter the reason, installing a solar system is a 
big purchase with many aspects to consider. If you’re think- 
ing about adding solar panels to your roof or property, BBB 
recommends the following tips to help you get the best deal 
on quality equipment that will save you money long-term. 
What to Consider before Going Solar 
¢ Consider improving your home’s energy efficiency. 
According to Energy.gov, it’s important to consider poten- 
tial energy efficiency upgrades before you go solar. A home 
energy audit can help you understand where your home 
loses energy and where you can make simple, yet effective 
improvements. For example, you could switch out older ap- 
pliances and electronics for high efficiency products. Heat- 
ing and cooling takes a large amount of energy, so consider 
weatherizing your home by checking seals around windows 
and doors, controlling moisture and checking ventilation. 
An energy efficient home will use much less energy and will 
impact how much solar energy you will need. 
¢ Consider the condition of your roof. Most solar sys- 
tems are installed on rooftops. They use mounting hard- 
ware, which need to be installed on sturdy materials like 
asphalt shingles, standing-seam metal, or concrete tiles. In 
addition, the best solar panels last 40 years or more, so you 
need to make sure your roof will last just as long. If your

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roof will need repairing or replacing before then, prioritize 
a new roof before installing solar panels. If for any reason 
your roof is not ideal for solar panels, but you have a decent 
amount of land, you could consider installing solar panels 
on the ground instead. 

¢ Research your energy needs. Contractors need to 
know how much energy you require in order to give you a 
recommendation on solar energy systems and an accurate 
quote. Review your electric bills, paying close attention 
to how many kilowatt-hours you use each month. Keep in 
mind that the amount can vary at different times of the year, 
for example, if you run an air conditioner in the summer 
months. 

¢ Understand alternative solar energy options. If in- 
stalling solar panels on your own property isn’t an option, 
get to know the alternatives. In many communities, you can 
subscribe to “shared solar,” which means you pay a monthly 
rate to benefit from a solar array in your community. Each 
month, your portion of its electric output shows up as a 
credit on your electric bill, which saves you money on en- 
ergy costs. In some areas, you can also lease solar energy by 
renting equipment and paying a set rate each month. Power 
purchase agreements are another option, in which you rent 
the equipment and pay for only the energy you use. If you 
choose one of these last two options, read contracts care- 
fully before signing up. Contracts are usually long-term and 
interest rates can increase over time. 

¢ Select a solar power equipment system. There are 
three kinds of panels commonly used by solar installers in 
the industry. Amorphous solar panels are the most economic’ 


option, but they are less durable and have lower efficiency - 
wees Of systenis and installation so as.to better comparison shop. 
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rates. Polycrystalline panels are more effective, but take up 
a lot of space. Monocrystalline solar panels require the least 
amount of space and have the highest efficiency rates, but 
they are also the most expensive to purchase. Research each 
option, choose the option that is best for your needs, and 
make sure the installers you contact offer the kind of solar 
panel you need. 

¢ Find out what financing options and incentives are 
available. While the federal tax credit for installing small 
solar energy systems expires December 31, 2021, there may 
still be local incentives available to you. Contact your utility 
company or a reputable solar installer to ask about incen- 
tives. Next, if you don’t plan to pay for your solar system 
outright, look into financing. The Clean Energy States Al- 
liance guide can help you get familiar with your options. 
In fact, a study by the Solar Energy Industries Association 
(SEIA) found that 21 million United States homeowners 
live in a city where solar systems purchased with a low- 
cost financing option that costs less than their current utility 
rates. 

* Ask for referrals and research local solar installers. 
Ask friends and family members who already went solar for 
referrals. Search online for local solar installers and research 
each company carefully. Read customer reviews and check 
out the company’s business rating at BBB.org. As you learn 
more about each installer, pay attention to the cost of instal- 
lation, the equipment they use, the quality of their work, and 
how many years of experience they have with solar systems. 

* Get quotes from multiple installers. Once you’ ve nar- 
rowed down your search, get estimates from at least three 
installers. Make sure each estimate details the same kind

Aside from his work on 
behalf of veterans, Mr. Brill 
was Quincy’s unofficial 
ambassador for the sport 
of baseball and one of the 
biggest fans of the Boston 
Red Sox, in Quincy or else- 
where, having attended hun- 
dreds of games at Fenway 
Park during his lifetime. 

It was at one such game 
between the Boston Red 
Sox and the New York Yan- 
kees in September 2013 that 
Mr. Brill suffered a near- 
fatal heart attack. He made 
a miraculous recovery and 
returned to the ballpark for

“IT was flabbergasted,”

dead at Fenway to coming 
back watching the World 
Series seven weeks later and 
on a duck boat — two mil- 
lion people throughout the 
city of Boston and on the 
Charles River. It’s hard to 
put into words.” 

The World Series win 
had extra significance for 
Mr. Brill because his brother 
Bob had pitched in the Car- 
dinals organization prior to 
his untimely death in 1983. 

“It was very, very spe- 
cial. I always bring him 
with me,” Mr. Brill said at 
the time, referring to his

brother’s jersey that he wore 
to games. 

In September 2014, near- 
ly one year to the day after 
his heart attack, Mr. Brill 
had the opportunity to throw 
out the ceremonial first pitch 
at a Red Sox home game 
against the Baltimore Ori 
oles, joined on the mound by 
the EMTs who had rushed to 
his aid. 

“Life can be gone in an 
instant,’ Mr. Brill said in a 
2014 interview reflecting 
on the events of the prior 12 
months. “Enjoy life.” 

In recent years, Mr. Brill 
had also been involved in 
the effort to restore a 1924 
carousel his grandfather 
Dominick DeAngelis had 
operated on Fensmere Street 
in Houghs Neck from 1940 
to 1954. That carousel had 
sat in pieces under the Brill 
family home in Houghs 
Neck for years before being 
relocated to Ohio in 1988. 

In 2016, a group of Buf- 
falo, New York, residents 


looking to bring a historic 
carousel to city agreed to 
purchase and restore the 
ride. The carousel reopened 
this Memorial Day week- 
end at its new home on the 
shores of Lake Erie. 

Mr. Brill had a chance to 
see the carousel in person 
this spring and helped as- 
semble it. 

“IT was in tears,” he 
said in a March interview. 
“These are pieces I played 
on as kids. My friends in 
the neighborhood came and 
played and we crawled un 
der the porch over them and 
everything else.” 

“Quincy has lost a favor 
ite son and longtime devot- 
ed and selfless community 
volunteer,” said Quincy Sun 
publisher Robert Bosworth, 
a member of the Sons of the 
American Legion and friend 
of Mr. Brill. “If there was a 
community cause in Quin- 
cy, you would find Joe Brill 

not just helping but mak- 
ing sure things got done. He 


was not just a ‘joiner’ he 
was a ‘doer.’ 

“Quincy is a better place 
because Joe Brill cared so 
much for the city he loved. 
On behalf of The Sun we 
express Our sincerest con- 
dolences to Joe’s family,” 
Bosworth added. 

In addition to his wife, 
Terry, Mr. Brill is survived 
by a daughter, Victoria Brill, 
and a son, Andrew Pan- 
graze.

Toy Tourist Bus — Buses 
were used for transportation 
as early as the 1820s, long 
before the modern motor was 
invented. They had _horse- 
power -- live horses pulled 
the bus. By the 1830s, buses 
were powered by steam, and 
in 1882, the first electric bus 
was introduced. 
But the toy bus made after 
1895 often resembled tourist 
buses used in a few large cit- 
ies. It had a motor. The tourist 
bus had seats inside and out; 
if the weather was nice, riders 
could climb the stairs to go 
up to the top seats where tall 
buildings could be admired. 
There was no cover for the 
top. 
The Kenton Hardware Co in 
Kenton, Ohio, made many 
small cast iron household 
items such as bookends, door 
stops, small figures, ashtrays. 
cooking utensils and toys. A 
double-decker tourist bus was 
made in about 1900, followed 
by a second version in 1910. 
An orange one sold for $1,020 
at a Bertoia auction despite 
seven replacement figures 
with old paint. Many old iron 
toys have been copied; origi- 
nal toys should have a smooth, 
not bumpy, bottom. The seams 
between the molded parts 
must be tight and jointed with 
slotted screws. And most old 
toys have the maker’s name 
impressed in the mold.

friends, his fellow  veter- 
ans and volunteers, and of 
course his family. 

Joe experienced more 
than his share of tragedy in 
his life — and perhaps this 
was the root of his grate- 
fulness just to be part of 
and serve the city he loved 
so dearly. 

Joe brothers 
when he was just a young 
man. Brother John Brill 
died in a tragic motorcycle 
accident on Quincy Shore 
Drive Sept. 4, 1982. A little 
more than a year later on 
Sept. 25, 1983, his brother 
Bob lost a courageous bout 
with cancer. Bob was a 
phenomenal high school 
pitching prospect who 
signed his first profession- 
al contract a week after 
graduating Quincy High 
in 1972. He was in the St. 
Louis Cardinals system 
when he became ill and 
Joe made it his trademark 
to wear his brother’s base- 
ball jersey at all the big 
games he attended. 

He wore it underneath 
his Red Sox jersey when 
Boston defeated the New 
York Yankees in the 2004 
American League Champi- 
onship. He wore it at Busch 
Stadium in 2004 when the 
Sox swept the Cardinals 
4-0 for their first World 
Series title in 86 years; and 
he had it on again when the 
Red Sox won it all in 2013 
and 2018. 

Baseball was a huge 
part of Joe Brill’s life. He 
threw out the first pitch at 
Fenway Park on Sept. 10, 
2014 and tipped his cap to

Jackie 
Bradley, Jr. Joe had been 
invited by the Red Sox to 
throw out the first pitch af- 


ter recovering from a near’ 


fatal heart attack that he 
suffered while attending a 
game in 2013. 

Joe wore his red Red 
Sox jersey for that special 
moment on the Fenway 
Park mound — but under- 
neath it was brother Bob’s 
Cardinals jersey. 

“It was Bob’s dream 
to play at Fenway and he 
never did — until the other 
day when I threw out the 
first pitch,” Joe said in an 
interview a few weeks af- 
ter his moment in the sun. 
“He was there with me.” 

Joe Brill and baseball. 
As ‘natural a combination 
as peanut butter and jelly, 
surf and sand at the beach. 
Sure, Joe loved the compe- 
tition and the off-the-field 
discussions about manag- 
ers and pitching rotations 
but it was the people in 
Joe’s life that made base- 
ball important. 

He told me in that same 
interview that his most 
cherished baseball memo- 
ry was the night his brother 
Bob became a professional 
baseball player. He signed 
his first contract at 1 a.m. 
in the family home — in 
Houghs Neck after Bob’s 
longtime coach and men- 
tor, Dave MacMillan, had 
arrived to witness the mo- 
mentous occasion. 

“You don’t any 
higher than that,” Joe said. 
“But throwing out that first 
pitch is right there with it.

[ am very, very blessed in 
my baseball life.” 

Joe and Dave .had~a 
mutual fondness and _ re- 
spect for one another. They 
were lifelong friends. Two 
months before his heart 
attack at Fenway, Joe em- 
at Ad- 
ams Field dedicating the 
first base dugout to Dave 
MacMillan. Dave a 
youth baseball coach for 
SO years in Quincy — was 
surrounded by many of his 
former players as he threw 
out the first pitch before a 
Morrisette Legion baseball 
game. 

After Joe’s heart attack, 
Dave McMillan visited 
Joe’s parents to comfort 
them and assured him he 
would recover. 

“I was in the hospital 
and he was at my parents’ 
house telling my parents — 
‘don’t worry. If anyone can 
get through this, Joe will,” 
Joe recalled. 

A short time later, on 
Oct. 13,2013, Dave passed 
away unexpectedly at the 
age of 75. The Brill fam- 
ily, knowing Joe and Dave 
had become close over the 
years, decided to wait until 
Joe was out of the hospital 
before telling him the sad 
news. 

On the day Joe was re- 
leased from the hospital, 
the first thing he did was 
attend Dave’s wake at the 
Sweeney Brothers Home 
for Funerals. He 
served as an honorary pall- 
bearer at Dave’s funeral. 
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At the end of the inter- 
view, Joe told me the first 
pitch ceremony was still
